The address of President La R ue a t the 
opening of toe State l'air was a thoughtful 
and very s J ¿festive one, and tre cannot do 
better than to call attention to some of the 
most im portant points while the S tate Fair 
is in progress. 
The recom m endation for a 
new Pavilion is not new, b ut it is none the 
less seasonable 
Four years ago President 
B irack made a sim ilar 
suggestion, and 
every year since then the need of greater 
accommodation has been growing. 
Mr. 
La Rue speaks the tru th in saying th at 
the revenues of tv-c State A gricultural 
.Society arc diminish* 1 by th e insufficiency 
of the accom m cdati. n a t the Pavilion. 
The Fair has in fact long since outgrown 
the capabilities of the old Pavilion, and 
we tru st th a t liefore another F air occurs 
the Society will have acted on the practical 
suggestion of its President, and built a 
new structure which will he large enough 
fo> the grow th rf nraty succeeding years. 
Mr. La R ue’s recommendation as to the 
prolongation of the Fair is also reasonable 
and to the point. 
One week is not time 
enough to make anything like a thorough 
display of the stock, horses, and agricult­ 
ural and other productions of the State. 
The speed programme under the present 
arrangem ent crowds everything else out, at 
the Park. 
The visitors arg obliged to 
defer their attendance a t the Pavilion 
until evening, and one resnlt of this is 
scch a crowd th at it is impossible for those 
who are present to obtain more than a 
passing and fragm entary glimpse of the ex­ 
hibits. 
There should be tim e enough for 
everyone to pay leisurely and prolonged 
visits to the Pavilion, not only at night but 
in the daytim e. 
The speed programme 
should be postponed until th e stock ex­ 
hibitions and com petitions have been dis­ 
posed of. 
The stock exhibitions should be 
aw arded far more space in th e general 
programme, and greater attention should 
be 
given to 
trials 
ol 
work 
animals, 
new plow and other agricultural im ple­ 
ments, and m atters of th a t kind. 
All this, 
of course, dem ands more tim e. 
I t cannot 
be done under the present system . 
And 
the result is a hurry and scramble, and the 
unavoidable slurring over and belittling of 
many im portant things. 
A fair of tw o or 
three weeks would certainly pay the So- 
cioty much b etter than the present short 
one, and it would attract a great many 
people who do not now come because they 
live far away and the tim e is so short. 
Mr. La R ue’s proposition to collect crop 
statistics from the thrashers is an eminently 
practical one, and promises the beet re­ 
sults. These m m are in a position to know 
precisely the am ount of w heat and other 
cereals harvested every year, and if returns 
from the whole of them can be obtained 
w ith certainty their figures m ust furnish a 
thoroughly tru stw o rth y estim ate of the 
crop. 
The proposal to pay them a certain 
am ount for doing this work is probably 
sufficient to secure the dispatch of the re­ 
turns punctually, b ut in any case th e State 
A gricultural Society and the D istrict So­ 
cieties together ought to be able to check 
these returns pretty effectually, and to see 
th a t none of 
them were neglected or 
om itted in m aking up the yearly estim ate. 
By th e p rirtin g o ; convenient blank forms, 
which could be m pplied regularly to the 
thrashers, this pkm ought to be certainly 
feasible. 
On th n question of diversified 
farm ing Mr. La .iu e holds very positive 
opinions, and the ? are not in accord w ith 
those of some of his predecessors in office. 
H e believes there never can bo diversitied 
farm ing to any cchsiderable extent on the 
plain lands of C aifornia, in the absence of 
irrigation, and t h lt the oultivation of com­ 
paratively large t factB to the cereals m ust 
prevail. 
In com ection w ith this opinion 
we will examine sis suggestions regarding 
labor on the foitn. 
lie thinks th at the 
only way to meet; the difficulty of getting 
the farm work dene is to bring up the boye 
to agricultural parsuits. 
B ut it m ust be 
realized th a t if diversified farm ing in Cali­ 
fornia cannot be Hoped for, neither will it 
be possible to g ivt to life on the farm th at 
attractiveness wSicli young men are un­ 
prepared to forego. 
in ii u 1,0 we miuK i, mUbi oe conceded 
th a t if we cannofi have diversified farming, 
neither can we h.ive a ciassof farm ers such 
as exist in the 'L a te ra States. 
O ur boys 
will naturally and inevitably need and de­ 
mand a more satisfactory life than wheat- 
growing offers them . Tiiebare, sun-scorched 
plains, the unsheltered farm -bnildings, the 
dearth of w ork half the year, the desultory 
character cf the occupation, m ust all tend 
to repel and disgust am bitious and gre­ 
garious young people. 
N or is it to be ex­ 
pected th at any action of the older genera­ 
tion can arrest this movem ent tow ard other 
occupations. 
O ar children will look for 
better things than they can find on the 
farm, aud it wonld not be creditable to our 
civilization if they did not do so. 
The 
peculiarities of California farm ing m ust 
control those who follow* th a t business. 
In th eir search for a stable labor elem ent 
they will be driven to employ au elem ent 
which Jacks the restless am bition th a t char­ 
acterizes the rising generation. W here this 
will be found we are not now prepared to 
say, but the demand invariably produces 
the Bupply, and therefore we need not fear 
th at the problem will prove insoluble. 
All th a t Mr. La Rue saya about California 
farming we believe to be true, but w hat he 
does not seem to aee is, th at, adm itting the 
correctness of hie views, they really furnish 
an explanation of th a t indisposition on the 
part of the rising generation to take to 
farming, which he regards as so unfor­ 
tunate. 


His suggestion for a seed-farin is of the 


j first im portance. 
The advances which have 
been made of late in this direction are such 
as to prove the practicability of changing 
and improving every kind of cereal as 
easily as stock is changed and improved, 
by proper cultivation and cross-breeding. 
A t the experim ent farm of the R ural N eir 
T o ftff m ost interesting and im portant de­ 
velopm ents of this kind have lately been 
made. 
I t has been found possible to pro­ 
duce a w heat which will yield from fifty to 
sixty bushels to the sere, by the judicious 
union of tw o kinds, 
neither of which 
separately had yielded more than half th at 
amount. 
This shows w hat cau be done, 
and therefore it is certain th a t a seed-farm 
such as Mr. La Rue proposes would be of in­ 
calculable value to the agricultural interest 
of California. 
In fact euch an institntion 
m ight in a few years of experim ent prodace 
results which would double the yield of 
cereals, while it is evident th at the cost of 
its m aintenance need not be a t all consid­ 
erable. 
W e com m ena th is idea .'Mxlially 
to the S tate A gricultura! Society, and to 
the farm ers of the S tate generally. 
Our 
fruit growers also will be encouraged by 
Mr. La R ne’a predictions as to th efn tn re of 
business.

This order of G eneral W olseley’s 
was a wise one, for the O riental races have 
a peculiar horror of the bayonet, and the 
instances in which they have w ithstood a 
charge w ith the cold steel are extrem ely 
rare. 
D aring the Sepoy m utiny rebellious 
regim ents which had fonght for days be­ 
hind intrenchm ents w ith stubborn bravery, 
broke and tied the m oment they saw the 
glitter of the advancing baycnets. 
A rahi’e 
troops proved no exception to the rule. 
Some black soldiers from the Soudan are 
said to have fought w ell,but w ith the m ajor­ 
ity th e resistance was feeble and spasmodic. 
The im petuous rash of th e H ighlanders 
and the Royal Irish carried everything be­ 
fore them . 
General W olseley’s flanking 
movem ent a t the tam e m om ent doubled 
back their wings and threw them in con­ 
fusion npon the center. 
A panic seized the 
whole arm y, and leaving 2,000 men dead 
on th e ground, and 3,000 more in the 
hands of the É ritish, A rabi’s entire force 
tam ed and fled, he himself being glad to 
get aw ay on horseback. 
They made for 
Zagaz-.g, 
where they have another in­ 
trenched camp, and at the latest accounts 
they were being hotly pursued by the In ­ 
dian and B ritish cavalry, whose object it 
is to prevent their reform ation. 
I t is 
questionable w hether after this crashing 
defeat Arabi will be able to m ake head 
again at all. 
B ut he may succeed in gain­ 
ing Cairo w ith th e rem nant of his arm y, 
and unless G eneral W olseley is able to 
follow him w ith great rapidity, the baffied 
rebel may in his rage m ake of th a t historic 
city a pendant to A lexandr a. 
T his is 
th e m ost menacing danger of the hour, and 
it is the more threatening the com pleter 
the rout of A rabi’e arm y is. 
I t will be a 
race betw een him and General W olseley 
for Cairo, if he finds th a t he cannot make 
another stand, aud in th at case every civ­ 
ilized man and woman m ust pray th a t the 
English General may reach the city first.

A Glance at the Pavilion and Its Exhibits 
e-To-Days Programme. 
There was an immense crowd cf people at 
the Pavilion last evening, as at the Park yes­ 
terday, and as ail the exhibits were in place 
the fair may be said to be ia cimplete Tur­ 
ning order. 
W ith the present attractions 
there is ig re regret expressed that the fair 
doss not ke(p open for a longer period. Tee 
management are understood to be entirely 
satisfied with tho exhibition thus far, and 
feel as though their labor have been rewarded 
by the interest taken by the people of the 
State. The Pavilion display, as a whole, 
compares favorably with those of former years 
as to quality of all the exhibits. There is 
less of fruit, grapes and vegetables, aud 
lesR of mechanical exhibits, bat not­ 
withstanding that the Pavilion is as 
well tilled, os io most former years. 
As it aduree*s itself to the eye, it is a better 
exhibition tnan any held f >r many years. It 
is evident, fcom toe remarks of the visitors 
and exhibit)*?, and from the character and 
number of the exhibits, that if the Pavilion 
was one of a single floor and ample area, the 
annnal expr.jltlqn would at once treble in 
size, variety and interest. 
Its present con­ 
formation siáiply repulses exhibitors from 
abroad, an-i breiks up departments. The ex­ 
pressions of the people visiting the Pavilion 
are complimentary and evidence their satis 
faction.

San F rancisco, September 13:h.—The 
Marquis of Lorne and Princess Louise and 
party arrived In the city shortly after 10 
o’clock, having been detained but fifty min­ 
utes at Port Costa by the accident, which was 
not serious, and resulted in injury to none 
of the party. They were met on arrival by 
British Consul Booker, and proceeded with­ 
out ceremony to the Palace Hotel. An ad­ 
dress of welcome will bs presented on behalf 
of the British residents this afternoon. 
(THIRD DISPATCH.1 
San F rancisco, September 13th.—Later 
advices regarding the accident to tbe tpecial 
train at Port Costa show that the special, on 
leaving the ferryboat, received the signal to 
go on. Just before reaching the curve, a 
quarter of a mile from the ferry, while the 
traía was moving about six miles per hour, 
the yard-engiue came round the cuive with a 
rush. Both engines were reversed, and the 
engineers and firemen jumped. The collision 
was violent, and tho special engine was badly 
damaged. The Princess, at the time of the 
collision, was making her toilet. She was 
thrown down, but received no injury beyond 
the most trifling bruises. AU the occupants 
of the car were shaken up, crockery broken, 
parcel?, etc., strewn about, but no ore wa? 
injured. A nothir engine was furnished, and 
the train proceeded. On arriving at the 
Palace, the party proceeded to their rooms 
and breakfasted. It is understood that owing 
to the fatigue of the journey, to diy will be 
passed in seclusion. Tbe presentation of the 
address from tee British subjects is deferred 
until to-morrow, aud no public demonstration 
will be accepteu until after the return from 
Victoria. The party will sail Friday on the 
Comus. 
The G reenback Candidate for G overnor 
I nder Arrest. 
San F rancisco, September 13ih.—Major 
T. J. McQuiddy, Greenback nominee for 
Governor, was arrested this forenoon by the 
United States Marshal on a charge growing 
out of the Mussel Slough troubles, the speoitic 
charge being conspiring Io obstruct, resist aud 
oppore A. W. Poole, United States Marshal, 
oa May II, 1880, while attempting to serve 
an execution, issued by Judge Sawyer, of tbe 
L nited States Court, t« eject a large number 
of Mus.-el Slough settlers, the land which 
they occupied being claimed by the railroad, 
and upon which it was claimed the settlers 
had squatted. Th > men of Mussel Slough 
resisted the Marshal, and a fierce fight fol­ 
lowed, during which seven men were killed. 
Indictments were f&uod against eight of the 
settlers on June 1, 1880, among them being 
Major McQuiddy, all of whom were arrested 
with the exception of the latter. The accused 
with one exception were found guilty and im­ 
prisoned in Santa Clara County Jail. Shortly 
before 12 o’clock to-day M ajor McQuiddy 
was served with a warrant, and proceeded, 
with a number of friends, to tho office of 
United States Commissioner Sawver, wh-re a 
bond was given ia the sum of $2,000 for the 
release of the gubernatorial candidate, with 
Robert C. Braun and John M. Matthews as 
sureties.-. The case has been set in the United 
States Circuit Court for November 27th. 
The T rial of W heeler* 
San F rancisco, September 13tb.— Long 
before 10 o’clock this morning theCourt-room 
of Department 12, where Wheeler, the 
strangler, is being trind, was filled to its ut­ 
most capacity with people desirous to hear 
the argument of District Attorney Pratt. 
Mr. P ratt delivered a powerful address, in 
which he especially directed himself to de­ 
molishing the theory of insanity. He spoke 
until 12 o’clock, when a recess was taken 
until 2 o’clock, when Judge Farral charged 
the jury. Wheeler, for the first time during 
the trial, exhibited some interest in the pro­ 
ceedings, and gave much attention to P ratt’s 
remarks.

San F rancisco, September 13th.—In the 
case of Wheeler, the strangler, after Judge 
Ferral charged the jury, they retired for de­ 
liberation. 
During their absence Wheeler 
nervously walked up and down within ciicum- 
scribed limits. Those who waited for over 
an hour in expectation of a verdict surmised 
that the jury was undecided as to whether 
the prisoner should he hanged or imprisoned 
for life. ^ About half-past 3 the jury informed 
the bailiff that they had agreed, and wire 
brought into Court.
